The Constitution (Twenty-Fourth Amendment) Act, 1971 


( EXCESS EXPENDITURE ) ACT, 1971

(Act No.- 13 of 1971) 27th November, 1971 ] 


further to amend the Constitution of India 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -second 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the 
Constitution ( Twenty -fourth Amendment ) Act, 1971. 


An Act to provide for the authorisation of appro 
priation of moneys from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu 
to meet the amounts spent on certain services during 
the year 1968-69 in excess of the amounts granted 
for those services and for that period . 


BE it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu in the Twenty -second Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 


2. Amendment of article 13. - In article 13 of 
the Constitution , after clause ( 3 ) , the following 
clause shall be inserted , namely : — 

“ (4 ) Nothing in this article shall apply to any 
amendment of this Constitution made under 
article 368." . 


1. Short title . This Act may be called the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Appropriation (Excess Expenditure ) 
Act , 1971. 





3. Amendment of article 368 . - Article 368 of the 
Constitution shall be re -numbered as clause (2 ) 
thereof, and - 

( a ) for the marginal heading to that article , the 
following marginal heading shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" Power of Parliament to amend the Consti 
tution and procedure thereof." ; 

(6 ) before clause ( 2 ) as so re -numbered, the 
following clause shall be inserted , namely : -- 

“ ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything in this Consti 
tution , Parliament may in exercise of its cons 
tituent power amend by way of addition , varia 
tion or repeal any provision of this Constitution 
in accordance with the procedure laid down in 
this article." ; 


2. Issue of Rs . 2,93,411 out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu 
to meet excess expenditure for the year 1968-69. - 
From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union 
territory of Goa , Daman and Diu , the sums specified 
in column 5 of the Schedule amounting in the aggre 
gate to the sum of two lakhs , ninety three thousand , 
four hundred and eleven rupees shall be deemed 
to have been authorised to be paid and applied to 
meet the amount spent for defraying the charges in 
respect of the services specified in column 2 of the 
Schedule for the year 1968-69 in excess of the 
amounts granted for those services and for that 
period . 


3. Appropriation . — The sums deemed to have been 
authorised to be paid and applied from and out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Goa , 
Daman and Diu under this Act, shall be deemed to 
have been appropriated for the services and purposes.
